The murder took place, ac- 
cording to Becker, at three o’clock in 
the afternoon, but the prisoner, when 
questioned, could not say how much 
time he consumed in disposing of the 
body in the stove. 
Tried to Kill Himself Also, . 
The police are inclined to doubt that 
the crime was unpremeditated, and 
several of them do not believe Becker’s 
statement that his wife threw a plate 
at him, striking him in the face, and 
that he retaliated by throwing the 
hatchet, with which he claims he was 
chopping kindling wood at the time, the 


weapon striking the woman in the 


forehead and killing her. 

Becker further confessed to Inspect- 
or Hunt on Wednesday that after he 
had killed his wife he -made an at- 
tempt to end his own life. “When I 
discovered that I had killed Theresa,” 
Becker said, “I secured a double-bar- 
reled shotgun and loaded it with the 


intention of killing myself. Iloaded it, ; 


tied a string to the trigger and lay 
down on the floor. Then, putting the 
barrel into my mouth, I pulled the trig- 
ger with my foot, but the spring, being 
weak, it failed to explode.” 

The most.important evidence Inspect- 
or Hunt had secured up to the time of 
Becker’s confession ‘Tuesday night, 
which tended to show that he had 
butchered his wife, was a small portion 
of black and white calico cloth, which 
has been identified by Mrs. Augusta 
Schuette, Becker’s sister-in-law, and 
Mrs. Manthey, a neighbor of the mur- 
derer, as part of a wrapper, which was 
the only piece of Mrs. Becker's wear- 
ing appare! that was missing. The 
cloth is about one-fifth of a foot square 
and is hacked in several pieces and 
covered with blood spots. 

Rest of the Wrapper Found. 

Officers Niland and  Bussian and 
Lieut. Gallagher, who were detailed by 
Chief of Police Kipley and Inspector 
Hunt to search SBecker’s premises, 
Wednesday. discovered more evidence 


that tends to strengthen Becker’s last, 


confession. While searching in, the 
barn eatly Wednesday morning the 
officers discovered the other portion of 
the murdered woman’s wrapper. The 
arm of the dress had been severed at 
the shoulder and was hacked in several 
places. The skirt of the wrapper was 
also discovered in another portion of 
the barn. Both were covered with 
blood spots. Three bones frozen and 
barely recognizable, were also discov- 
ered by the police officers, They are 
thought to be human bones and were 
immediately taken to Inspector Hunt’s 
office.

Several hun- 
dreds of the enemy were killed and 
as many were captured. Gen. Otis says 
this is the greatest victory since Febru- 
ary 5. The Americans will now press 
towards Aguinaldo’s headquarters. 
Spain to Ask French Help. 

London, March 16.—A special dis- 
patch from Madrid says Premier Sil- 
vela, in an interview just published 
there, spoke in favor of the interven- 
tion of France for the purpose of ob- 
taining permission from the United 
States for Spain to resume direct nego- 
tiations for the release of the Spanish 
prisoners held by the Philippine rebels. 
- Washington, March 16. — At the 
French embassy it was said that no 
move had been made to induce the 
United States to permit direct nego- 
tations by Spain with the Philippine 
rebels for the release of the Spanish 
prisoners. It is pointed out that the 
term “intervention of France” is er- 
roneous, asi there could be no inter- 
vention. under any circumstances. All 
that the embassy will do is to act ‘as 
the channel for communicating Spain’s 
request that she be allowed to treat 
with the rebels. 

Rebels Demoralized. 

London, March 16. — The Daily 
Graphic publishes a letter from a Brit- 
ish naval officer in Manila, under date 
of February 7, describing the begin- 
ning of the fighting between the Amer- 
icans and Filipinos, which he says was 
due to an attempt on the part of the 
latter to rush an American post. He 
continues: 

“The British officers were not allowed to 


land until the day following the battle, and 
were even then prohibited going to the! 


front, but on the battlefield I saw Filipino 
prisoners burying heaps of their dead. It 
cannot for a moment be doubted that the 
Americans fought with gallantry and 
pluck, while the rebels, who were armed 
with Mausers and Remingtons, maintained 
a stubborn defense. Their dead bodies 
testify to this. It is also clear that the Fil- 
ipinos were astounded and demoralized by 


the American tactics and the vigorous pur- | 


| ous strength of that time. He plainly 


shows, in their opinion, the strain and 
fatigue of incessant devotion. to the 
duties! of his position in the campaign 
prior to his election and of his office 
during the momentous first half of his 
administration. He looks tired and 
fatigued. His recuperative power, 
which is prompt and strong, asserted 
itself, in fact, to some degree after a 
drive Wednesday morning, and rest, it 
is thought by those intimately associ- 
ated with him, is all he needs. 


MADE BOGUS COINS. 


Alleged Counterfeiters and Their 
Outfit Are Captured at Kala- 
mazoo, Mich. 


Washington, March 16.—Chief Wilkie, 
of the secret service, has received a 
telegram stating that Isaac Silverstein 
and Dyer Huhman. had been arrested 
at Kalamazoo, Mich., on a charge of 
counterfeiting nickels and pennies, and 
that a large quantity of material, dies, 
etc., had been captured. For some time 
past complaints have been received at 
the secret. service bureau that large 
numbers of small bogus coins were be- 
ing passed upon the Chicago whole- 
sale fruit dealers, and an arrangement 
was! made with the dealers'in metal to 
notify the Chicago office of any un- 
usual sale of nickel or copper. A day 
or two ago a sale was reported of 35 
pounds of nickel and a quantity of cop- 
per, and the purchasers were traced to 
Kalamazoo, where the counterfeiting 
plant was located and a capture made 
of the entire outfit. 


Blizzard in Wisconsin. 

Milwaukee, March 16.—A special 
from Plainfield, Wis., says: A terrible 
blizzard raged here Tuesday night. The 
snow is drifting badly.. It is the worst 
in many years. A special from Mari- 
nette, Wis., says: .A heavy snowstorm 
raged here all night, about 18 inches 
falling. It will. lengthen the logging 
season, and the general break-up on 
the Menominee is not expected to take 
place until April 1. This will be the 
iatest logging season in years.

well street, after he had killed her. 
Meantime he left the house and went 
back intoxicated. Upon returning he 
cut her body into two sections with the 
meat cleaver and then commenced the 
hacking operations preparatory to boil- 
ing her. The murder took place, ac- 
cording to Becker, at three o’clock in 
the afternoon, but the prisoner, when 
questioned, could not say how much 
time he consumed in disposing of the 
body in the stove. 
Tried to Kill Himself Also. 
The police are inclined to doubt that 
the crime was unpremeditated, . and 
several of them do not believe Becker’s 
statement that his wife threw a plate 
at him, striking him in the face, and 
that he retaliated by throwing the 
hatchet, with which he claims he was 
chopping kindling wood at the time, the 


weapon striking the woman in the 


forehead and killing her. 

Becker further confessed to Inspect- 
or Hunt on Wednesday that after he 
had killed his wife he made an at- 
tempt to end his own life. “When I 
discovered that I had killed Theresa,” 
Becker said, “I secured a double-bar- 
reled shotgun and loaded it with the 


intention of killing myself. Lloaded it, ; 


tied a string to the trigger and lay 
down on the floor. Then, putting the 
barrel into my mouth, I pulled the trig- 
ger with my foot, but the spring, being 
weak, it failed to explode.” 

The most.important evidence Inspect- 
or Hunt had secured up to the time of 
Becker’s confession Tuesday night, 
which tended to show that he had 
butchered his wife, was a small portion 
of black and white calico cloth, which 
has been identified by Mrs. Augusta 
Schuette, Becker’s sister-in-law, and 
Mrs. Manthey, a neighbor of the mur- 
derer, as part of a wrapper, which was 
the only piece of Mrs. Becker’s wear- 
ing appare! that was missing. The 
cloth is about one-fifth of a foot square 
and is hacked in several pieces and 
covered with blood spots. 

Rest of the Wrapper Found. 

Officers Niland and Bussian and 
Lieut. Gallagher, who were detailed by 
Chief of Police Kipley and Inspector 
Hunt to search SBecker’s premises, 
Wednesday discovered more evidence 


that tends to strengthen Becker’s last, 


confession. While searching in the 
barn early. Wednesday morning the 
officers discovered the other portion of 
the murdered woman’s wrapper. The 
arm of the dress had been severed at 
the shoulder and was hacked in several 
places. The skirt of the wrapper was 
also discovered in another portion of 
the barn. Both were covered with 
blood spots. Three bones frozen and 
barely recognizable, were also discov- 
ered by the police officers, They are 
thought to be human bones and were 
immediately taken to Inspector Hunt’s 
office. They, with the seven others dis- 
covered early Wednesday morning will 
be thoroughly cleaned and then sub- 
mitted to an examination by a phy- 
sician. . 

Becker on Wednesday took police of- 
ficials to the spot in his yard where 
he had buried the charred remains. 
Two baskets of burned bones were 
found, and Dr. Dorsey has identified 
a portion of them asa human shoulder 
blade. | 


IS ABANDONED. 


Train Snowbound in Wyoming for 
Three Weeks Is Given Up—Pas- 
sengers Taken Away in Wagons. 


Cheyenne, Wyo., March 16.—The train 
that has been snowbound on the Chey- 
enne & Northern railroad for the past 
three weeks was abandoned Wednes- 
day. The passengers were taken in 
wagons from Altus to Horse Creek sta- 
tion, where they were transferred to a 
train and brought to Cheyenne. Dur- 
ing the time the train was snowed in 
the passengers and crew did their own 
cooking and lived in the cars. The food 
supply ran short several times, but 
there was no actual suffering. A num- 
ber of relief trains were sent: to the 
rescue, but they failed to get through 
the drifts of snow and ice, which are 
from ten to twenty feet deep, and. are 
now blockaded at different points 
along the road.

Now Poved i for the Saline 
Railway Route 


But If the D., Y. & A. A. Railway Is 
So Disposed It Can Block All Con- 
struction for a Year at Least. 


It looks now as if the electric road to 
Saline, if any is built, will go out State 
instead of Main st., over what !s known 
as the ‘“‘gravel’’ road. 

There are three reasons for this: 

1. The majority of stock in the coni- 
pany which controls the Ann Arbor and 
Lodi plank road, is practically con- 
trolled by the George Rasch estate, and 
it might be a matter of a couple of 
years ‘before things can be so shaped 
and administered as to get ‘the neces- 
sary franchise. 

2. The State st. route is shorter by 
nearly a mile to Saline. This means 
a saving of at least $7,000. It is not so 
hilly and will not require nearly sọ 
much expenditure for grading. 

3. The route will pass by the athletic 
grounds, the berry farms and the onion 
farms, all of which will contribute nick- 
els and dimes into the treasury. 

It was expected that the franchise 
would be secured before this, and 
Frank Jones, the attorney, acting un- 
der the direction of the committee ap- 
pointed at the Business Men’s associa- 
tion a couple of weeks ago, has been 
looking into the matter of the franchise 
over the gravel road with the above re- 
sult. His attention will now be diverted 
to the State st. route, which is not only 
more available but more feasible. 

Albert Blaess, of Lodi, stands ready 
to put in $1,000 for a road if it will run 
past his magnificent farm, and it may 


be possible that the State st. route may {| 


scoot across to his place and run from 
there into Saline. — | 

Of course, if the State st. route is 
finally decided upon and a road is built 
thereon, it will have to have a down>

But there is one difficulty which has } 


been overlooked all this time. 
How will the Detroit, 


and going elsewhere but on the Main 
st. and gravel road route will, in a 
measure, compete with their city traf- 
fic. For instance, a passenger who hap- 
pens to be at the court house and wish- 
ing to go to the University would take 
an Ann Arbor and Saline car, if one 
happened along. — 

Would ithe extra trafic which Saline 
would bring in here en route to Detroit 
compensate them for the loss of city 
fares? 

If the Ypsilanti & Saline road is built, 
it would not, because a.Saline man go- 
ing to Detroit would take the Ypsilanti 
route in preference, anyway, because 
he could save ten miles of travel. 

It was stated that the D., Y. & A. A, 
railway is a factor in the case. 

That company has a franchise on<all 
the streets in Ann Arbor, whicn reads to 
the.-effect. that they are to be given 
That is, if the Ann Arbor 
& Saline company wants a franchise on 
Huron and State sts., the D., Y. & A. A. 
company is to be given first privilege 
of constructing a street railway on 
those thoroughfares. If the company 
does not proceed to build it, the coun- 
cil may order them to do so, and if they 
still refrain, ‘then the right can be 
granted to some other company. 

But all this would make a delay, and 
at least a year’s time could be occupied 
in thus obstructing any construction of 
a proposed railway in Ann Arbor. 

The Times does not know that this 
will be done. It merely suggests some 
difficulties which may be encountered.

CUBAN LETTER. 


James Bycraft, of Co. G, writes as 
follows from Cuba: 

Having arrived in the most hot and 
desolate country, I will noiw try to give 
an account of ourselvesi and our sur- 
roundings. We have been camped three 


miles from Roderigo, at a small station 


on ‘the ‘Saqua-Le-Grande railroad, 
among tall grass and cocoanut trees. 
There is no place of amusement here, as 
there was in the states, except when 
we take a ride over to the mountains, 
about nine miles distant. We do not 
mind such walks as that in this coun- 
try, but I dare say if we were in Michi- 
gan you could not hire some of the 
boys to do the walking they do here. 
There are many caves in the mounitains 
different from any we have ever seen, 
and rocks thousands of feet high. This 
is a great place for sea ‘bears, and the 
boys are improving their cpportunities. 
They put them on strings and wear 
them about their necks. Almost every- 
one in camp is decorated in this fashion. 
This company is about to leave here, as 
Co. A, of Ann Arbor, has done. Hach 
company is given a small town to pro- 


tect, so in a short time the regiment will 


be pretty well split up. We will prob- 
ably get a little bit of a place, but any- 
thing will be ‘better than lying off in the 
wilderness, aS we are Going now. 

We have had very good luck in our 
company as to the health of the boys, 
there being only ‘two in the hospital at 
the present writing, Palmer and Becker. 
Palmer was shot through the foot by 


his own ‘carelessness and Becker bas- 


the fever. We have had but one death 
in the regiment, 'that having occurred 
yesterday morning, a young man by the 
mame of Davis being the victim. He 
was of Co. E, from Lansing. He was 
buried yesterday afternoon at sundown 
with military honors, 

Here is a queer thing which happened 
among the Cubans. The authorities 
bought the coffins at Saqua, paying $14 
for the same, but 'were not allowed to 
bury the handles. These were taken off 


to be returned to the dealer, to be put 


on another coffin again to be sent back, 
Anyone would think that they were the 
only handles made in this country, as 
the same ones are used for all caskets. 
These people are in all ways unlike the 
American. people, and évery day I am 
amused at seeing something new. 

We do not have any work to speak of, 
except our regular tricks of guard duty, 
which strikes us every six days. I got 
off this morning. and will have all of 
this week and part of the next. I for- 
got to mention those beautiful dress 
parades. We get them every other day. 
I do not see any use of such things in 
foreign countries, ‘but I guess from what 
I have read and seen of other regiments 
that the 3lst is difterent from them all. 
A large per cent of the boys are wish- 
ing to be on American soil again, and 
ithe ‘‘pipes’’ are pretty strong of being 
mustered out in a short time. For my 
part, however, I would rather stay a 
couple or three months longer here, to 
see the island better. 

I observe the paper that the D., Y. 
& A. A. is about to run a branch of its 
line through to Saline. That will be a 
good thing in more ways than one. One 
is that some of the boys of the company 
who have lost their positions will be 
able to find something to do if they re- 
turn as soon as is now expected. 

Will be glad to hear from any of my 
friends at any time. I will try to an- 
swer all-letters I receive. Give every- 
body my regards. È

THE D. Y. & A. A. CAR BARNS, 


By the courtesy of Supt. Hemphill 
the Times reporter was yesterday shown 
through the D., Y: & A. A. car barns, 
which are now practically completed 
and awaiting but the arrival of the new 
machinery. 

The structure is a model one and when 
filled with its complement .of men and 
machinery will be an ornament to the 
city. The building is 120 by 160 feet 
and was erected at a cost of $15,000. It 
is divided into two nearly equal sec- 
tiens, the west portion to be used as a 
car barn and the east side for a repair 
shop. Both car barn and shop are 
fitted out with tthe most mcdern appli- 
ances and ‘will be lighted by electricity 
and heated by steam. The ground floor 
space is entirely taken up by barn and 
shop, ‘with the exception of room for 
a dispatcher’s office and the headquar- 
ters of the master mechanic. Above the 
dispatcher’s and master’s offices ex- 
tends for half the width of the building 
the “winding room,” which will be used 
for a company supply store, and for the 
performance of such electrical work as 
requires special machinery. This room 
is 60 by 40 feet. The remainder of the 
second floor space is ocupied by a pri- 
vate office for Supt. Hemphill and a 
reading and lounging room for condue- 
tors and motormen. ‘All of the rooms 
and departments are provided with 
modern appliances and conveniences. 

The machinery ordered will cost about 
$10,000 and will so thoroughly equip the 
establishment that any and all work 
pertaining to the repair and construc- 
tion of cars and their. appurtenances 
can be effectively handled.. When in 
full operation. the place ‘will employ 30 
men, a great majority of whom will 
bring their families. with them to the 
city. 


Insects Faster Than Birde. 


A common house fly is not very rapid 
in its flight, but its wings make 800 
beats a second, and send it through the 
air twenty-five feet, under ordinary 
circumstances, in that space of time. 
When the insect is alarmed, however, 
it has been found that it increases its 
rate of speed to over 150 feet per sec- 
ond. If it could continue such rapid 
flight for a mile in a straight line, it 
would cover that distance in about 
thirty-five seconds. It is not an un- 
common thing when traveling by rail 
in the summer time to see a bee or 
wasp keeping up with the train and 
trying to get in at one of the windows. 
A swallow is considered. one of the 
swiftess, flying birds, and it was 


thought until a short time ago that no. 


insect could escape it. A naturalist 
tells of an exciting chase he saw be- 
tween a swallow and a dragon fly, 
which is among the swiftest of insects. 
The insect flew with incredible speed, 
and wheeled and dodged with such 
ease that the swallow, despite its ut- 
most efforts, completely failed to over- 
‘ake and capture it.

Is NOW A LAW. 


Gov. Pingree, of Michigan, Signs the 
Atkinson Bill for the Taxa- 
tion of Railways. — 


Lansing, Mich., March 16.—Gov. Pingree | 


Wednesday afternoon put the finishing touch 
to the legislation for which he has been 
contending since before his first term as 
governor, when he signed the Atkinson 
equal taxation bill. The act becomes oper- 
ative immediately. The object of the billis 
the taxation of railroad, express, tele- 
graph and telephone companies in the state 
upon the same basis as other property, the 
rate of taxation to be fixed by a state board 
of assessors appointed by. the governor, 
with the consent of the senate. As passed 
by the legislature and signed by the gov- 
ernor the bill is in essential particulars 
the same as when drafted by the late Col. 
John Atkinson, oneof Gov. Pingree’s ablest 
and most trusted lieutenants, and is bpe- 
lieved to be satisfactory to the governor 
and his friends. Whilein the senate the bill 
was amended in the following important 
particulars: The board of assessors was 
reduced from five to three and the salary 
from $5,000 per year to $2,500; the forfeiture 
of franchise clause for the nonpayment 
of taxes was stricken out and a finë substi- 
tuted;. a clause was inserted making the 
consent of the senate necessary to the con- 
firmation of the governor’s appointees upon 
the board of assessors. The act repeals the 
act in force heretofore, under which rail- 
roads have been taxed specifically upon 
their earnings. The governor sent the fol- 
lowing nominations as assessors to the sen- 
ate for confirmation: Robert Oakman, city 
assessor of Detroit; Col. E. M. Irish, at 
present. commander of the Thirty-fifth 
Michigan volunteers at Augusta, Ga., and 
George B. Horton, master of the state 
grange. It is considered doubtful whether 
the senate will confirm all of these. 
Springfield, Ill., March 16.—Representa- 
tive Brown obtained unanimous consent 
Wednesday to introduce in the house a bill 
to repeal the gas frontage law which was 
passed in 1897. The bill. was read a first 
time without reference to committee. 
What is known as the Stubblefield “tramp” 
bill was defeated in the senate. The meas- 
ure aimed to diminish the tramp nuisance 
by compelling every wanderer to carry 
credentials showing that he is willing to 
work for his daily bread. Representative 
Beitler says that he will not introduce the 
bill authorizing the erection of a Chicago 
exposition building in the lake until next 


week. He will then call a meeting of the 


committee on parks and boulevards, of 
which he is chairman, and have that body 
report the measure favorably to the house. 

Jefferson City, Mo., March 16.—The Mis- 
souri house killed the two-cent passenger 
rate bill. It was amended by striking out 
all after the enacting clause. The vote was 
74 to 47.

Palmer was shot through the foot by 
his own carelessness and Becker 
the fever. We have had but one death 
in the regiment, 'that having occurred 
yesterday morning, a young man by the 
name of Davis being the victim. He 
was of Co. E, from Lansing. He was 
buried yesterday afternoon at sundown 
with military honors, 

Here is a queer thing which happened 
among the Cubans. ‘The authorities 
bought the coffins at Saqua, paying $14 
for the same, but were not allowed to 
bury the handles. These were taken off 
to be returned to the dealer, to be put 
on another coffin again to be sent back, 
Anyone would think that they were the 
only handles made in this country, as 
the same ones are used for all caskets. 
These people are in all ways unlike the 
American. people, and évery day I am 
amused at seeing something new.

I got 
off this morning. and will have all of 
this week and part of the next. I for- 
got to mention those beautiful dress 
parades. We get them every other day. 
I do not see any use of such things in 
foreign countries, but I guess from what 
I have read and seen of other regiments 
that the 3lst is difterent from them all. 
A large per cent of the boys are wish- 
ing to be on American soil again, and 
the ‘‘pipes’’ are pretty strong of being 
mustered out in a short time. For my 
part, however, I would rather stay a 
couple or three months longer here, to 
see the island better. 

I observe the paper jthat the D., Y. 
& A. A. is about to run a branch of its 
line through to Saline. That will be a 
good thing in more ways than one. One 
is that some of the boys of the company 
who have lost their positions will be 
able to find something to do if they re- 
turn as soon as is now expected.

THE 0. Y. & A. A, CAR BARNS. 


By the countesy of Supt. Hemphill 
the Times reporter was yesterday shown 
through thie D, Y. & A. A. car barns, 


which are now practically completed 


and awaiting but the arrival of the new 
machinery. 

The structure is a model one and when 
filed with its complement-of men and 
machinery will be an ornament to the 
city. The building is 120 by 160 feet 
and twas erected at a cost of $15,000. It 
is divided into two nearly equal sec- 
tions, the west portion to be used as a 
car barn and the east side for a repair 
shop. Both car ‘barn and shop are 
fitted out with the most mcdern appli- 
ances and will ‘be tighted by electricity 
and heated by steam. The ground floor 
space is entirely taken up by barn and 
shop, ‘with the exception of room: for 
a dispatcher’s office and the headquar- 
ters of the master mechanic. Above the 
dispatcher’s and master’s offices ex- 
tends for half the width of the building 
the “winding room,” ‘which will be used 
for @ company supply store, and for the 
performance of such electrical work as 
requires special machinery. This room 
is 60 by 40 feet. The remainder of the 
second floor space is ocupied by a pri- 
vate office for Supt. Hemphill and a 
reading and lounging room for condue- 
tors and motormen. ‘All of the rooms 
and departments. are provided with 
modern appliances and conveniences. 

The machinery ordered will cost about 
$10,000 and will so thoroughly equip the 
establishment that any and all work 
pertaining to the repair and construc- 
tion of cars and their. appurtenances 
can ‘be effectively handled. When in 
full operation. the place will employ 30 
men, a great majority of whom will 
bring their families with them to the 
city. 


Insects Faster Than Birde — 7 
A common house fly is not very rapid 
in its flight, but its wings make 800 
beats a second, and send it through the 
air twenty-five feet, under ordinary 
‘circumstances, in that space of time, 
Wher the insect is alarmed, however, 
it has been found that it increases its 
rate of speed to over 150 feet per sec- 
ond. If it could continue such rapid 
flight for a mile in a straight line, it 
would cover that distance in about 
thirty-five seconds. It is not an un- 
common thing when traveling by rail 
in the summer time to see a bee or 
wasp keeping up with the train and. 
trying to get in at one of the windows. 
A swallow is considered. one of the 
swiftess flying birds, and it ‘was 
thought until a short time ago that no 
insect could escape it. A naturalist 
tells of an exciting chase he saw be- 
tween a swallow and a dragon fly, 
which is among the swiftest of insects. 
The insect flew with incredible speed, 
and wheeled and dodged with such 
ease that the swallow, despite its ut- 
most efforts, completely failed to over- 
‘ake and capture it.

IS NOW A LAW. 


Gov. Pingree, of Michigan, Signs the 
Atkinson Bill for the Taxa- 
tion of Railways. — 


Lansing, Mich., March 16.—Gov. Pingree 
Wednesday afternoon put the finishing touch 
to the legislation for which he has been 
contending since before his first term as 
governor, when he signed the Atkinson 
equal taxation bill. The act becomes oper- 
ative immediately. The object of the billis 
the taxation of railroad, express, tele- 
graph and telephone companies in the state 
upon the same basis as other property, the 
rate of taxation to be fixed by a state board 
of assessors appointed by, the governor, 
with the consent of the senate. As passed 
by the legislature and signed by the gov- 
ernor the bill is in essential particulars 
the same as when drafted by the late Col. 
John Atkinson, one of Gov. Pingree’s ablest 
and most trusted lieutenants, and is be- 
lieved to be satisfactory to the governor 
and his friends. Whilein the senate the bill 
was amended in the following important 
particulars: The board of assessors was 
reduced from five to three and the salary 
from $5,000 per year to $2,500: the forfeiture 
of franchise clause for the nonpayment 
of taxes was stricken out and a fin@substi- 
tuted;. a clause was inserted making the 
consent of the senate necessary to the con- 
firmation of the governor’s appointees upon 
the board of assessors. The act repeals the 
act in force heretofore, under which rail- 
roads have been taxed specifically upon 
their earnings. The governor sent the fol- 
lowing nominations as assessors to the sen- 
ate for confirmation: Robert Oakman, city 
assessor of Detroit; Col. E. M. Irish, at 
present commander of the Thirty-fifth 
Michigan volunteers at Augusta, Ga., and 
George B. Horton, master of the state 
grange. It is considered doubtful whether 
the senate will confirm all of these. 

Springfield, Ill., March 16.—Representa- 
tive Brown obtained unanimous consent 
Wednesday to introduce in the house a bill 
to repeal the gas frontage law which was 
passed in 1897. The bill. was read a first 
time without reference to committee. 
What is known as the Stubblefield “tramp” 
bill was defeated in the senate. The meas- 
ure aimed to diminish the tramp nuisance 
by compelling every wanderer to carry 
credentials showing that he is willing to 
work for his daily bread. Representative 
Beitler says that he will not introduce the 
bill authorizing the erection of a Chicago 
exposition building in the lake until next 
“week. He will then call a meeting of the 
committee on parks and boulevards, of 
which he is chairman, and have that body 
report the measure favorably to the house. 

Jefferson City, Mo., March 16.—The Mis- 
souri house killed the two-cent passenger 
rate bill. It was amended by striking out 
all after the enacting clause. The vote was 
74 to 47. Railroad men in all parts of the 
state chad petitioned against the bill be- 


cause it would result in the reduction of. 


their salaries. 


‘Will Ratify the Treaty. 

Madrid, March 16.—The cabinet coun- 
cil Wednesday evening decided that the 
treaty of peace with the United States 
should be ratified immediately after the 
dissolution of the cortes, which will 
probably be decreed to-day. The elec- 
tions to the new chamber will be fixed 
for April 16, and to the senate for April 
30, the new cortes to reassemble on 
May 2. 
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Alleged Pingree Move. 

Detroit, Mich., March 16.—Eltweed 
Pomeroy, of Newark, N. J., has issued 
a call for a social and political confer- 
ence at Buffalo June 28 to July 3. Gov. 
Pingree’s. name heads the list of sign- 
ers, which includes nearly a hundred 
prominent reformers. Some here con- 
strue it as the beginning of a Pingree 
move for a presidential nomination.

The thirteen engravings mentioned as 
being worth $30,000 include Rembrandt’s 
portrait of a man and the Christ healing 
the sick; three Ladies Waldegrave, $2,- 
940; Mrs. Pelham, $2,250; Lady Mary 
Bamfylde, $1,700, all engraved after Rey- 
nolds: the Frankland sisters, after Hopp- 
ner, $2,000; “Salisbury Cathedral,” after 
Constable, $525, and the “Stag at Bay,” 
after Landseer, $400.
